If the Order, Method and connexion of the Vifi- 
ons be framed and grounded upon fuppofcd Inter- 
pretations, then muft all Proores out of that Book- 
jiecds be founded upon begged principles, and hu- 
mane conjc^urcs : But on the contrary, if the Or- 
der be firfl fixed and fecled out of the indubitable 
chara^ers of the ktjcrof thcTcxt, and afterward 
the inter|>rctation guided, framed, and direfted by 
that Order then will the variety of Expofitions be 
drawnc into a very narrow compafic , and Proofes 
takea from this Booke be evident, infallible, 
aad able to convince the Gain-fayers. • 



This i^ the Method which I endcavour(;d to re- 
pVcTent ip my Scheme , and demonflrate in the 
TraiSatc annexed. In which therefore all Interprc- 
tapon is fet apart^and (as it were) difclaimed : and 
all the Reafons founded upon the bare letter of the 
Tcxt^ taJ^iM np notice atoil of any -event or inter- 
pretation, but leaving ajl at foil liberty ; ondy ro^ 
ftrvcd, the Order and Synchronifmc which 1 re- 
prefent out of theText be no way violated thereby^ 
and fo let the Interpretation be what it may be.

But 
ne that fli all cfpic the errours of mine, Idcfirehim 
to lliew me them by fuch Arguments onely *as my 
fclfc make my grounds ^ namely, from the Cha- 
rat^iers which the letter of the Text affordeth, and 
not from Interpretation ^ becaufc Interpretation (as 
I faid) is to be fitted untoxhc Order, and not the 
Order to follow it.

Vifion- : How evident then, and ruled will the way 
be from it to find and difcover the reft < Will it 
not be like a Mariners Card to guide our way in this 
niyfticall Sea r For example .* Arc we affured what 
the Prophecie of the Whore of Bdbjlon mcanes K 
For here, here, 1 fay, wc muft firft pitch: And 
therefore ( marke it ) the Angel himfelf of purpofe 
expounds this Vifion onely of all the Vifions the 
Scheme reprefentcth. Doc wc know then what this 
meaneth < If wc doc, then behold the Schcmc,and 
fee there what will follow : fvi\: 

1. That all the Vifions contemporatiiig with 
Babylon % times, muft be expounded of fuch things 
onely as belong to the times of BAbjlons whoring. 

2. All Vifions preceding muft be interpreted 
of thingsforcgoing it.

Conjiderations for the mderjlanding 

of the Scheme^. 
I. • 

OMitting the Vifion of the [even Churches^ 
which is not generally granted to be'a Pro- 
phccie. The whole Prophcticall part of 
the i^foc: following, confifts of Two maine Pro- 
phecies, both of them beginning their race at the 
fame Epocha, or terminus a cjuo, of time ; and con- 
cluding together likcwife at the fame GoaJe, orr^r- 
miMiu ad quern ; that is, they begin ah iifdem carce- 
ribusy (as we fpeak) and run ad eandem metam. The 
firft of thcfe,is,Pr?7^^^fM Sigiliorum, reaching from 
the ^Chaf. unto almoft the end of the i o. which is 
reprefcnted in the upper- half of the Scheme.* The 
fecond is. Prophet/a Lthri, beginning at the 8. verf, 
of the 10. Chap, arid reaching to the. end of the 
Bookc which is reprefented in the Iower,or under- 
halfe of the Scheme : So that the Bookc of ihe^ 
Revelation might fitly have been divided into two 
Tomes, and the fecond Tome to have begun at the

which, the Temple itfelfeftood ) being capable of 
the Divine mealure, piuft note fome condition of 
things and times which forewent and preceded the 
Rifing of the Bcaft, and the treading downe of the 
fecond and outward Court by the Gentiles : And* 
is there not as much need and ufe of a meafurc to 
diftinguifli of the different States of the Vifible 
Church in the divers Times and Ages thereof, as of 
the differing Members of one and the fame time / 
Confider it. And this granted, will open dore for 
difcovery of farre more addiirable matter than doth 
the confounding of both Courts into one Time. 
As for the ftate of ^he true Church in the times of 
Apoftafie, we have three Prophecies :

a . More particularly : Before the feircmh Angel 
J foundcthjthe flame Witncffes revive, andftand up- 
j on their icet the partic of the BeaA is terrified with. 
1 it?; Prefcntly p^e Witneffes arc exalted on high^ A 
gixat Earthquake fliakcs the Beaft s dominion ^ fo 
that the AUJftf of the City ( perhaps the Deanric 
or Dccac^ of Jtwwjfalleth thereby* A flaughter 
is madc,1Ra the whole remnant affrighted. By this 
time, and not till now the fiVt Trumpet expircth, 
and the fcvcnth Angel foundeth, v. 14. & 1 5, This 
made me place all the Vials fave the laft, within 
the time of the fixt Trumpet, as you may fee in the 
Sihx:me. For the finliliing Viall muil needs belong- 
to the finilhing Trumpet. As for the reft : five of 
them at Icaft muft be powred out before the Bcaft 
can be in ^hat dcfpcrate cafe before dcfcribcd . For 
his Kingdome was not full of darknefic, untill the 
fift Viall was powred out. / a. ; . 

For the placing of the Vials all within the fevcnth 
Trumpet, there can be no Argument brought from 
the«4ctter of the Text. The onelv reafon which 
might feeme to perfvvadc it, is a fuppofcd convc- 
.niency of proportion, that as the feveAth Scale con- 
taines feven Trumpcts,fo Ihould the feventh Trum- 
petcpnuinc (even Vials. But it lliould be confidercd 
tfiatthe Vifion of^hc. ViaU. is a part of the Book- 

prophccic^ 
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prophcciCj and not of the Prophccic of the Scales : 
Whicli two Prophecies arc alwaies diftindly car- 
ried : To that in the Book-prophecie is no relation 
cxprcfTed to the Scales, lave onely for connexion 
fake in the firll Vifion, ChAf. 1 1 . which the H$lj 
Choft for that purpofe throwcs like a Weaver's 
fhuttle quite through the warpe of the Scales : and 
therefore in the Scheme lexprcflc it throughout in 
redinke, that it might be diftindly difcerncd. But 
after this knitting and jointing thcm'oncc by the 
fixt Trumpet's finifhing and the feventh's foun- 
ding, there is no relation cxprcffcd afterward. So 
likewife in the Prophccic of the Scales, that of the 
Booke is but once referred to, vi\: by the 144000 
fflflled ones, and their confequcnt in the 7. Chdf. 
and that alfo of purpofe to fhew the connexion of 
that Vilion of the Booke with the joint whici be- 
gins the feven Trumpets. 

If the fcventh Trumpet muft needs contarnc 
Sevens, it fhould be latner the feven Thunders 
which wc read to have roared after the fikt Trum- 
pet was expired, Chaf, i o. But thefe were not to be 
written, nor like to be knownc till they be heard. 
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FOr the extending the Phyficall Analogy ob- 
fcrvcd in the Vials, toafutablc cXpofition in 
the Trumpets, it followcs ncccfTarily. And 
for mine owne part, I had firft obfcrvcd it in the 
Trumpets, and obferving the event in ftory to be 
anfwerablc there, I transferred .the hke unto, the 
Vials afterward. • For I fuppofed the Trumpets to 
iiapCHt the fevcn-fold ruinc of the Romanc Sratt -, 
as the Vials did , the ruine of the Antichriftian 
BeaA^^hieh arofe put of the Imperiall dtfblution. 
That as the Antichriftian Bcaft is ah Image of- die 
O^utaa Empirc, in tbtftAiOii.Qf.icS'poiver and 
Regiment; faflKwM^irpthejRiiihethercc^w 
Vid^f catry afemblanceof tteRute'ofthatbther 

omt^ftiwSm^^ ftanding when it ftands, but of 
it failing when it was diflblving. And this I take to 
be the true caufe of fuch agreement, between the 
Yials and Trumpets. *

For the fetching of the Prophecie of the Ioae^ 
fSourt^ «s high as tfae beginning of the Scales^ mtf 
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Argument was not: Some part of the Book-pro- 
piiccie beginncth there, Ergo, this or that doth. In 
this largcncfTc I confcffe itnvcre fophifticall indeed. 
But I rcaioncd thus. Some part of the Book-pro- 
phccic bccinncth there : ergo, the Firft doth : yet I 
grant) it followes not by Apodidicall ncceflity, but 
K may perf^rade morally as a probabdicy. For why 
ilio6laiK)CtlK/^<'/7(J^<i/,begmins a new prophccic, 
be deemed to begin firft with ^thit VifionthereoF, 
whkbfctchetb his beginning hlgbeft i Which wOl 
bethcmorcperrvva5ble'«f]roBCOfifider, thttthisfs' 
oneofthemoft methodicaU Bookes in Scripture. 
But if the beginning of the Inner Court be coinci- 
dent, and no higher than that of the Ounvard 
Court, itmuft then follow by that little you yc ld 
me, That the Wi^ion of the iiXhaf: fetches his be- 
ginning higher than it. For the Woman's Child- 
bearing, her Travaile, her Dclivery,with the Scverr-^ 
headed Dragons Attempt, and the Battle of CMi- 
chael, you grant, and the Text cvinceih, to be el- 
der and before the Woman's abode in the Wildcr- 
nefie : Burche Woman's abode in the Wildemeffe, 
the xb'j. months of the Beaft, and the xlij. months 
of>chc Otnec Court bttiii all together, and it the 
fametime. TherefeKdiatwhichiseracrrtoany of

All this notwithftanding I confcflc inf^cnnoufly, 
that your exccpcioas doefo farre >ycaken my Ajr-

giuncnt, that it appcarcs not to be of fo fufficicnr 
ftrcngth as may force affcnt. But that which is c- 
nough to ftaggcr a man.in his owne Tenet, is not 
alone fufficicnt to caufe hini to embrace the con- 
trary, unlcflc the Arguments flicwne for that parr, 
doc ^ppearc of more force and probability, than 
himfelfc grounded upon. Othcrwifc a man may 
reply as he in 7 erettce did to the Lawyers, Prche fu 
cifh'ij multo fum tticertior, qukm dudam, Befides, a 
probability ftands ift place of a Dcmonftration, till • 
a greater probability can be brought toftioulderit 
out. Let me therefore acquaint you a little, what 
fcruplcs arifc in me, when I conCder your Argu- 
ment for the contrary . ^ . v 

You fay, Saint JP^^^;* furveyed both the Courts 
together. For the mea Curing of the onc,and living 
the other unmeafured, were at one time : Ergo^ the 
things (igniHcd therein, both fall under one time. 

Refi. I. Here I confider firft when a Reprefen- 
tation is m adc, not by motion or adion, but by a 
(landing type or pi(^ure (fuch as is the fabrick of the 
Temple ) though the parts may be viewed all at one 
time, yet may the thing fignified by them, be of 
diflFering times : for in this cafe,order of place ufeth 
to fignifie fucccflion of time •, for example. The 
Scheme I fent you may be comprehended at one 
view, and yet the parts according-to their order of 
place , doe reprefent priority, and pofteriority of 
times.The Monarchicall Image in Darnel, was not 
by piecemcal,but all at once prefented to Nebuch^- 
»r^^ir*s view, and yet^he foure metalled parts 
thei eof wei e types of foure, not coincident, but fuc- 
. ' ceffivel 
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ccffivc Kingdomcs. So the fcvcn Heads of the 
Whore-ridden Beaft^in this prophecie, though iaen 
at once, fignificth neverthclelTe things not at once, 
fomc pad, fonic prefent, fome to come, five Kings 
fallpn, the fixt prefent, and feventh to come. 

In the Temple it fclfe: the fir ft Tabernacle or 
Holy Place was a Type of the oeconomy of Re- 
demption in the Church Militant, and the fecond 
Tabernacle, or the Holy of Holies, oftheChuith 
Triumphant in the Heavens ^ fo Saint Paulxo the 
Hebrewes makes the firft Tabernacle the Type of 
the body.of Chrift wherein being incarnate hefuf- 
fered here below, and through which as through a 
firft Tabernacle he entred within the Vaile> the 
Holieft Heavens, there to make intcrceffion for us.- 
Was there noi^ here a priority and pofteriority of 
timcs^ why may not then the two Courts of the 
Temple, bctypesalfo of fucceflivc times, though 
Ssm^ohn viewed them at onetime ? 

Indeed where the Reprefentation confifts in mo- 
tion and adion, I grant the cafe is otherwife; for 
here things done together in Vifion are to be ex- 
pounded of things to be performed together in 
fignification. But the example we have in hand, is 
not of that fort ^ for the elfence of the Type here, 
confiftcch not in what Saint ^ohn himfclf did, but 
in that which was preftnted to Saint ^thn in Vi- 
fion ; namely, the frame of the Temple with his 
two Courts* The firft, fuch as might be meafured 
with divine mcafurc : The fecond, fuc-h as could 
not be meafured therewith , being polTcfTed and 
trodden downc by the Gentiles* As for S. Johns 
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adls hereabouts , they arc no other then (uch as 
\vh#reby he was to informc himfclfc concerning 
that which was flicwed unto him. Neither is this 
the oncly place where Saint ^oh/t is bidden lioc^ 
fome thing for his information And furvaj ofthe^t- 
fionjhewed him ^ vide r4/^. 7. t/. 13, 14, cdp,iQ,v./^, 

Secondly, neifhcr were the A6ks whereby the 
Apoftle furveycd the two Courts, cither one A£t 
or t\yo Adls at one and the fame time, but feverall 
Ads at fcvtrall and fuccpffive times. For firft, the 
Text exprelTcth no more, but what the An^cl bade 
Saint John doc,and not what Saint John did. Now 
it will not follow that that which was comprehen- 
ded in one bidding, was therefore done at one time; 
for, that may be bidden with one a(5t of bidding, 
which will require two or three adls in performing, 
and thofe too^ fuch as cannot be done at one time, 
^ut perhaps you fuppofc there was but one onely 
A(5l commanded, to wit, to meafure the Inner and 
not the Outer. Indeed if it were fo, then it muft 
needs be of one time-, for if there Be nothing here 
but the doing of a thing in one place, and not do- 
ing it in another, it cannot poflibly be of divers 
times, becaufe every pofitive impl cs his negative, 
and goes together with it. But if the words of the 
Text be confidcred, there will be found more in 
them than fo, howfocver our Tranflation obfcures 
it : for firft, I conceivrnot Saint John's furvay of 
the two Courts, to be an ad of raeer feparation, 
but rather of examination, ( as the nature of mca- 
furing importeth.) Againe there is more to be done 
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to the i^Courtjthcn only not meafnnra it,that were 
but doing nothing to it, ibr the won&ofthe Tcxt 
are notjeave ptttiif thcrby jrcm mean a prcteriaiffion 
only ) but "Ex/StfAt l|% ui^cdfi it the Vulgar hath 
^'/V«/#fii.*and Je^4,though hiinlelftnmflatcSjf;^' 
fhuh yet confcfleth k viM verhm ejke f»ris .* fo 
that hete vvc fee a pofitiTC ad commanded , and not 
a prciemiifflOBOiidy 5 and our Tranflarours when 
they turned it J[lesve 0ut'2 cxprcflcd rather what 
-thcmfclvcs conceived, than what the words figni- 
fied. 

This confidcrcd, I underftand it thus, that in this 
furvay. Saint was firft to examine the Inner 
Court, which by its conformity to the Divine mea- 
fure which he was to apply thereto, ha ihould find 
to bcfacred. That done, hemi then in the next 
place to furvay the Outer Court, which bccalife he 
ihgidd find poffefTed by the Centiles, and therefore 
nocca|Nibkof theDLvine neafiire, hewa$ to caft 
out^tntfiSy.ciconimanicatie, and pronounce unla* 
credandpoUiited. v/ifef ^«i^.44.5,7,8. The fummc 
ofaUthisdiTcoanepain a word, that howfocver I 
conceive the obje& of thisVifion to confift in- 
deed in the Reprefoitation of the Temple with his 
Coufts, and not in the Adl of Saint fokn infor- 
ming himfclf about them : yet will neither of them 
both inferre a coincidence of time, buciather a fuc- 
ccifion of the things fignified by them.

Now wine matcnall and prontable confcquent 
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for tbc interpretation would cnfue upon this orciery

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pofc nothing clfc is meant thereby, but that Death 
was now quite vanquiflicd, and that there fhould 
be no more death of body and reparation of foulc, 
but oncly the fecond Death : As if it had been faid, 
Death and Hades are now confined onely to the 
Lake of Fire which is the fecond Death but the 
former Death of Bodies in the Grave, andtheftatc 
of feparatc Soules in * ^4/« was no more. ... 

8. For Cog and Magog who after SatMn'^ haofing, 
and before the Laft Refurre^ion fliall gather toge- 
ther againft the Carap of the Saints and the Be- 
loved City, it cannot be literally underftood of the 
Nations (o called in the Old Teftament : ^or^thcrc 
Gogihz Prince wiih the People of Clfagog come 
out of the North parts where the pofterity of Mm- 
gog was feated.

mcane the Turkc ) doth againft the Church of the 
Gentiles now, and muft before his laft Ruinc at- 
tempt againft //r4^/ at their rcturne. And if there 
ever bean Af\tichrft, fuch as the Fathers defcribc, 
nowwillbcthcmoft likely time for him, when the 
Devill is loofe but for a little feafon.

I obfcrvc alfo a further confufion of the three 
Trumpets among thcmfelvcs: ¥or^ jirrius whom 
you make the fallmg Starrc in chief, and fo the 
Head of your third Trumpet, will in time rather 
challenge to be the firft of the three : For, the Ar- 
rianherefie began before, and occafioned the cal- 
ling of the CounccU of N/ce, where you ficfi b^in 
that Contention and Ambidon, which jroii make 
the firft and iecond Trumpet. 

1 had rather therefore yet contmae myopinioo, 
that the great Earthquake of the fixt Scale, fhould 
be that intefiine change of the Romane State b^un 
with Ctnfiamine^ and fully (etkd with the death of 
]ulian : For, an Earthquake implies not a Deftru- 
dion, but an extraordinary Alteration and change 
of the face of things^ as an Earthquake changeth 
the pofturc of the earth by deprcfling hills and ex- 
alting vallies, turning the channels and courfeof 
rivers, and fuch like. And was there not here rhc 
whole Politique Government as well as the Rcl^i- 
onalti^ed, the Imperiall Scat removed, the Diftri-

Of prcfcncc, 
when God is peculiarly and in a fpeciall manner | 
prefent, as when he jippeared ro df fifes in the fla- 
ming bufh, Exod,^.^. ExuecalceAmentA tuA depedh 
btts tuis Ucsd^enim in quo jl4f4errafan^Atft, Of] 
propriety , when a thing being dedicated orQonfc- 
crated to thtf Divine Majefty, the propriety thereof I 
becomes fo his, as it is no longer ours : For, thus to' 
be Gods, is to be his in a peculiar manner, and not' 
as other things are: For, otherwife it is true, the"^ 
whole earth is the Lords and thefulnefje thereof^ the 
world and thof r that dweU therein. Of this HolinefTe 
any thing is capable,that is capable of pecuHar rela- 
tion unto God-, Perfons,Places,Timcs,and Things-, 
and is that which the Greeks properly call, iieir, tnc 
Latines, Sacrum : whence wc (diy^loca facra, tempora 
facrdfperfon^ facrjt,r€s Cacr^'^Loca facra.zs the place 
abovefaid, where Ciod communicated himfirlf to 
{Jdofes^% Temples and Churches in which C-^.B,) 
both thefe relations concurrc, both of Dfuint^ 
frefenee and Divine propriety : for, it is both Gods 
Houfc, as being dedicated to his Name 5 and the 
place alfo where God is wont to be picfent with the 
Sons of Men in his Word and Sacrament^. I^m- 
f4ra facra, as the Lords Day, and other holy and 
fcftivall times. Perfond facrd, as our Pricfts and.^ 
Clergy. Bes facra, any thing befidcs thcCc which 
I . wc 
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wc offer and dccfic.itc unto God. If anj (ball ex- 
cept that in the Old Teftament indeed, this Holi- 
neflc had place, but in the New there is no fuch 
thing. I would eneounterhim thus , If any place 
under the Gofpcl may be more peculiarly the place 
of Divine prcfcnce than every place : If any thing 
under the Gofpel may be more peculiarly Gods, 
tiun every thing, then hath this kind of Holineffe 
place in the New Teftament as well as in the Old :

I thinkc of one of our Do^lours aflcrtion , That 
Temples were h$ly onelj in the holy ufe of them : if his 
meaning be, they are holy no longer than durir^ 
fuch ufe would he fay, that Miniftcrs arc facred 
Perfons onely whilft they are officiating in prca- 
ching,praying and celebrating the Sacraments, and 
at other times nothing differing from Lay-men 
would he fay, that the Lords Day is holy onely for 
the time that Divine Service continues, and no Ion;. 
gCj: 1 Pdr enim efl ratio. I confcflc I heajd one not 
long fince preach fo in the Pulpit. But,he was not 
aware* by this aflcrtion that he blew up his ownc 
Tenet, concerning the reverence due to Churches 
and Altars* Mad€menimefi ratio loci (^tempork fa* 
cri^ qma utrumque fan^Hw eB^ neutrum frophanat^- 
dum, fedomnino fanSie hahendum eB, i,e, front con^ 
venit fan^itati. But, it is ordinary with Men who 
make palfion and ftudium fartium the rule of their 
Judgements thus to cut the throats of thcirjownc 
principles. Here therefore I would defirc you to 
confider & weigh this propofition,that a place may 
be faid to be Hely in rcfpc<5t of relation to Divine 
jjvv^ prefencc.

It began not with that 
Tabernacle or Temple made by Gods fpeciall ap- 
pointment to C^tofes • Abraham^ Ifaac, znd^acoby 
created places ot Divine Worihip vvhercfoever rhey 
came, pitched their Tents without any fpeciall ap- 
pointment from God, tanquarn ntmirum ex receptd 
confuetudine generis human/, Noah built an Altar 
fo foon as he came out of the Arke. ^aSb vowed 
a place for Divine Worfhip by the name of Gods 
Houfe, where helliould pay the Tyihcs of all that 
God ftiould give him. Mofes, Exod. ( before 
the Arke and that glorious Tabetnacle were yrt 
made ) pitched a Tabernacle for the famep urpofe 
without the Camp, whither every one that fought 
the Lord was to goe, and called ic nyiO "^nx the 
Tabernacle of meeting vi\j of meeting with God, 
not of Mens meeiing together, as we meane when 
wc turnc it, TaU;rnaclc of the Congregation ; Of 
I , r ' which 
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which perhaps more * [ I pafTe by it but fee Exod, 
29.42.^^^. 30. 35. Jt^m Numh. 17, 4. where God 
himlclf gives rdt/e nominis, the Tabernacle of mee- 
ting where I will meet with thee] hereafter. Now 
for the nature of tbefe places, we can no where learn 
it bcrter than from that of the Lord to t^ofes, 
Exod. 20. immediately after he had pronounced 
the Decalogue from Mount Sinaiy where premifing 
that they ihSuld not make with him (whom they 
had feen talking with them from Heaven ) gods of 
filver, and gods of gold : and tigit they fhould make 
his Altar C namely, rvhilft they were there i» the Wtl- 
derncffej of earth, and facnfice their facrifices f here- 
on ; he adds, In all places where I record my name, I 
will come unto thee, and wiH hleffe thee. Here is con- 
tained the definition of ihc place fet apart for Di- 
vine Worfhip.'Tis the place where God records his 
name & comunicates himfelf to men to blefs them, 

ynD"i3o y^t^ In every place where thememoriall I 
appoint of my name Qjall be, or,/» every place fet apart 
for the memorial of my namc'Yht memorial ofGods 
name is,any token or fyrabol wherby he teftifies his 
Covenant, and, as it were, commerceth with Men. 
And though the Arke were afterward made for this 
purpofe,as the ftanding memoriall of his name, and

not that hire be fpccially pointed at, as which yet 
was not in being, nor any commandement concer- 
ning the making thereof yet heard of. And fo the 
words to be taken generally for any fuch, as were 
the Sacrifices immediately before mentioned, and 
the feat of them the Altar, and therefore may feem 
to be more particularly referred unto ; For, that 
thefc were foederall Rites whereby the name of God 
was rcmembred, and his Covenant tcftificd,may be 
eafily proved ; wh^cc that which was burned upon 
the Altar is fo often called, The memcnal/ : fee 
Levff.cdf.i^.y. 6c c,2, c.^, c.6» And the Son of Sy- 
rack tells us, Ecclus, 45. 1 5. Tk^t Aaron W4s chojett 
out of all Men Itving to offer Sacrifices to the Lord, 
wctnfe and a [met Javtar for a memor'uH to mak<^ 
rtconctlution for his FeofU.

And, there be thofc that will not ftick to fay, That 
Chrtfi is Of much prefent here as the Lord was ufon 
the Mercy Seat betweefi the Cherubitns, Why fhould 
not then the places appointed for the ftation of this 
memoriall under the Gofpel, havtf fome fcmblablc 
fan*5lity to that where the Name of God was recor- 
ded in the Law /* And thotigh we be not now tied 
to one oncly place as under the Law and that God 
hcares the faithful) prayers of his Servants -(fohc 
hcares them whenfoevcr they arc made unto him.

■ You will fay, this Cliriftian mcmoriall is not al- 
vvaics there prcfcnt as at Icaft fomc one 01* other of 
thofc in the Law were. I Anfwcr : It is cnovigh it is 
wonttobc V as the Chairc ofEftate lofcth not its 
lation and due rcfpecl though the King be not al- 
Raics there. And remember, that the Ai ke of the 
Covenao; or T^imoay was oot in JcruJaUm when 
flNfUl opened his winooWls and prayed thither- 
ward. Andthatit was wanting in the Holy place 
all the time of tbefeoond Temple^ the kdi therepf 
being oncly there* You will ra^> In the Old Tcfla- 
ment thete things were appointed by Divine law 
and'comrnanded; butintneNeWyive findnoruct^ 
thing. I anTwcc; In things for which we find no 
new rule given in the New Tcftamcnr, there wc 
are referred xo the analogy ol tlic OJd : witncHc the 
Apoftlcs proofs taken thence for the maintenance

Nevf Teftament not any where to carry the forme of 
cnading Lawes, but fuch as are there mentioned t» 
be mentioned. onely occafionally by way of allega- 
tton, interpretation, of proof, of exhortation^ and 
not by way of re^enading,

AGainft tjic fuppofcd SanAity or Dignity to 
bcafcribed to the Holy Tabic or Altar, as 
thcplaccv^hcrc the memorial] of the Body 
and Blood of Chrift is rcprcfcntcd, you object the 
Table and place of 4ht firft inftitution, which was 
an ordinary Table and a common Inne •, whereby it 
fhoold fccm that the Table whereon it was after- 
wards to be celebrated fhould no otherwifc be ac- 
comptcd of. Firft, lanfwcr, itfollowcs not, and 
that from the parallel of the inftitution of the Paflc- 
over,which though at firft it were killed in a private 
houfe, and the blood ftrickcn upon the dore-pofts, 
yet afterwards it might not be fo, but was to be 
offered in the place which the Lard fliould chufe, 
Deut. 16. 5, 6. to place his name there according to 
the Law given for all Offering$ and Sacrifices in 
gencrall, Dent. 12. k verfu ^.ad 14. jnclufive.vf'whz 
triple inculcation in one continued feries of fpeech. 

' This Anfvver fcems to me fu flFicient* for the Ob- 
je(^ionofthe firft Inftitutidn. But there is one thing 
more yet to be conCidtxtd-^ That there is not the 
fame reafon of ijic place where the facrifice is fan- 
dified or offered, and the place where it is eaten. 
Every facrifice was to be offered and fandtificd at 
the Altar where the blood was fprinklcd, and the 
E 4 . memoriall 
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mcmoriall burned-, bqt that done, it was eaten in 
an other place. TliOfc which were eaten* oncly by 
the Priclts in the Chamlxrs of the Temple, thofc 
which the people were Partakers of ( as the peace- 
offcrings ; ouf of the Temple. Of this nature was 
the PalTcover, the Lamb being firft to be o^ercd, 
andflaine in the Temple, and the blood fprinkled 
on the Altar faccerding unto the Law,D^»ri5.and 
thepra(f^ifc, 2 Cor. 35..i,2,6,io,iirj that done, to 
be eaten where they would 5 provided it were in 
loco mnndoy in a clcane place : And thus was the 
pafchall Lamb, whereoFour Siviour care, prepared 
and fa faniflified, yea by proportion of all other 
facrificcs> the bread and the wine whereof the Holy 
' Supper was inftituted , for they were the 
Minchah^ or mc^t and drir^jc -offering of 
the Paffeover, fuch as all other facrificcs 
had annexed unto them: And to what 
end elfe was the Law fo ftrid^ that they 
Hiould bring all their facrificcs and offe- 
rings ^nto ikit place whi<;h the Lord 
fhduld chufc, to put his name there, but 
that they might be fanclifled & liailowed 
at the Loids Altar, before they feafted witli them ^ 
whence perhaps that cuftoine of the antient Church 
was derived; to offer the bread and wine upon the 
Holy Table, before it was confecratcd to be the bo- 
dy and blood pf Clirifl, becaufc they fuppofed that 
at the firft inftitution they had been fo offered at the 
Altar in the Temple. But as the ^ewcs ufed not to , 
eatc their facrifices, where they offered them, no 
more did the antient Chriftians thihkc thcmfelvcs j

*; That which wc ufuallv 
in our Tranflaiion call 
wf.«-ojf(,T/>5 might more 
fitly I'C tc mcd brcid-offc' 
rivg, for fuch it was j and 
conllilcr ch.it the facrificcs 
being Hclh were not carcn 
without bvcad aiidd.inif, 
which therefore wCrccoh- 
comicants of them. 
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bound to catc the EucharifV, where it was confccra- 
tedjinfoniuch that they carried it fomctiraes to thcii 
houfes, and ordinarily lent it to thole which were 
abfcm. And if it be well obfervcd in the praclifc 
of our ownc Church, there is a difference common- 
ly between the place c^nfecrat 'ten and the place of 
eating, though both be in the Chrrch. 

True it is, that ai the firft inftitution,' though per 
haps nor ilic firft hallowing of the bread dnd Wine 
for the Paffeover, yet the confecration thereof to be 
thcfymbolsofthcbody andbloudof Chrift, was 
in a common roome,and that out of the ncccffity of 
the connexion which the materials thereof had with 
the viands of the PafTeover ; . yet I fuppofe not the 
Houfe to have been of the condition of our Innes, 
but onely for fuch facrcd entertainments as this 
was ; of which fort ^emfdlem mufljiccds have had 
very many for the accommodation of fuch as came 
to the Feaft before the Lord, as tic whole Nation 
was to doc three times a yearc. 

If all that hath been yet faid will not fatisfie this 
Objc<5tion, yet I hope what I fliall now fay will doe 
it fully : What needed there any Altar or place of 
relative prcfence, where the Son of God the heaven- 
ly Altar, and Holy of Holies was himfelf prcfent 
in perfon < Is not the Temple of God there where 
he is And what Altar was fo holy as his facrcd 
hands.*

SUppofc they be fo, yet when there arc many, 
wny (hould not that which hath the princi- 
pality draw th s rcfpc(5J imto it / A Man is 
prcfent where any pgrtof him is : yet when we (a- 
lute him, or fpeak unto him, we are wont to dircdl 
our felvcs unto his face, and that wherein h's pre- 
fence is moft prindpall & cre<^ed, not to his backer 
parts, or to hi»fliouldcrs, chough the organ of hea- 
ring be that way . Perhaps it was this principality, 
which that Do6^or ( or whatfoever he be whom 
you mention ) intended when he faid, that hoc efl 
corfH4 meum, was more with him, than hoc efl ver- 
hunt tfteufff. 

But I think for my part, firft, th*at the com pari- 
(on of the Pulpit with the Sacraments and their 
places is heterogencall . Secondly, that neither the 
Pulpit, nor the place of the Sacrament of Baptifmc 
are in this poim,or for this purpofc i,we fpeak of ^ of 
the fame nauire with the Altar. 

For, it ought to be confidercd ( thoirgl^it be a 
thing nowadaycs in a manner quite forgotten that 
the Eucharift < according to the meaning of the In 
ftitution ) isthcRiteofour addrcffe unto God the 

Father 
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Father in the New Tcftamenr, wherewith wc come 
before him, to offer unto his Divine Majeftic our 
thankfgiving, fupplications, andpraifcs in the name 
of his Son Jefus Chrift crucified for us. 

That is, it is not oncly a Sacrament vbur, as the 
anticnt Church ufcd ro rpcak,a Sacrifice alfo : For^ 
that Sacrifices were Rices, whereby they invocated 
and called upon God, is a truth, though perhaps 
not fo Vulgarly taken notice of, yet undeniable, as 
on the Gentiles behalfc may be feen in Hpmer in di- 
vers places where he defcribcs the manner of ofFc- 

. ring Sacrifices. On the Jewcs behalf by tliar fpeech 
of Sdul, 1 Sam. 13. 12. when Samuel expoftulating 
with him for having offered a burnt offering, / faiJ, 
faith he, the PhiLflms tvill come dovpne upon me to 
Gilgal, and I have not made fupplicaifon to the Lord. 
I forced my [elf therefore and offered a burnt offering. 
See alfo I 8,9. £:(.6. 10. Baruch i.\o,ii, 

I L^ac. 1 1. f 1 . 2 Chroft.j. 12, Jeijuentia, Hence 
of K^hraham and ifaac it is faid wTien they built 
Altars, that there they caUed upon the name of the^ 
Lord'^ but. Altars were the place for facrificc. In 
ftcad therefore of the flaughtering of Beafts, and 
the facrifices offered by fire and inccnfe, whereby 
they called upon ifie name of God in the Old Tc- 
ft^nKnt, the Fathers and primitive Chriftiansbe- 

; licved that our Saviour ordained this Sacrament of 
Bread and Wine, as a Rite whereby to give thanks, 
and make fupplication to his Father, in his name, 
i|i the New. The myftery of which Rite they.took 
to be this, that as Chrift by prcfenting his death, 
and fatisfa<fiiontohis Father continually intercedes 
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for us in Heaven : fo the Church on earth fembla- 
bly approacheth the Throng of Grace by rcprcfen- 
ting his death and paflion to his Father in thefc 
holy Miniftcries of his Body and Blood. 

Veteres enim { faith Caffandcr) tn hoc m^ffico facri-

This that reverend and learned Divine M.Perkins 
(oncePeflowofourfociety ) favv more clearly, or . 
exprcflcd mofc plainly than any other Reformed 
Writer that I have yet fecn, in his dcmonftrativc 
Problcme, ttttdo defacnficio ^i([^» 

Veteres (inquit) Cccrtdrrt Domini ^ feu totamccen/i 
d&ionem formulam, voearum Jacnfcium,tum aliis 
de cdufis , turn quia eft commemoratio, ddeoque repra- 
fern at to Deo Patri, facrtficii Chrifli in Cruee immo- 
lati : He goc5 on^Hoc modo ( faith lie fideles etiam 
inter orandnm, Chrisium offerunt Deo Patri vicli-

be ufcd in commemoration of him, in whofc death 
and palTion is founded the new Covenant of Go*d 
with Mfen.

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For here take notice that all thofc bloody facri- 
ficcsofitheLaw were foedcrall Rites, oTefaUfaf- 
dermics y astheEucharift alfois, namely, that they 
wercoblationSjWhcrein the Offerer, (cither by him- 
felf, or his proxie the Pricft ) banqueted, or eat and 
drank with his God^ in token of covenant and re- 
concilement with h 

So that to approach God with this Rhc,*was to 
doc it by way of commemoration or renewing of a 
covenant with him,and as much as to fay, Remem- 
ber thy Covenant,which«^s the foundation of all In- 
vocation for, what hath Man to doc with God, to 
beg any favour 2it his hands, unlcfTc he be in the 
Covenant with him f Whereby appears the reafon, 
why mankind from the beginning of the world ufed 
to make their addrelTc unto their God by this Rite 
of facrlficing, njiT^ RitHfxderalL And this is that 
which the anticnt Church did, and fuppofedour 
Lord intended they fhould doc in the holy Eucha- 
riftof his death and paflion 5 which therefore they 
called the new or Chnfttan facrifice. A definition 
whereof ( as it confifts of the Rite and adion both 
together ) may be framed oul of thofc words of 
M . Perkms, An obUtion $f thMkfgiving am3 prayer 
to Cod the FAther through ^efus Chr/ft and his [a- 
crifice upon the Crojfe, commemorated and refrefemed 
in hread aud tviue. '» -.^ l ^.rii^ ^ y%'t^ 

This is a point of great moment and confequcnt 
worthy to be looked farther into^ by all the learned 
of the Reformed Religion, left whilft we have dc- 
fcrvcdly aboliflied that prodigious & blafph^ous 
facrifice of the Papifts, wherein Chrift is againc 

hypoftatically 
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hypoftaiically offered to his Father, wc have not 
C or but very implicitly and obrcurely)Tcdu«cd diat 
antient comemorativc facrificc ofChriftiaos whcrC'« 
in that one facrificc of Chnft upen the Croffe was 
continually by that facrcd R.tc reprcfcnted and in- 
culcated to his Father, his Father put in mind there- 
of by thofc iflonuments fet before him, wherein wc 
alfo leffified our owne mindfulnefTc thereof, unto 
his facrcd Majefty, that fo he would for his fake, ac- 
cording to the tenour of ^e i}cw Covenant in his 
blood be favourable and propitious unto us raifer- 
ablc Sinners: Bur, toclearc this poinr, and to re- 
move all fcruples,objc<3ioris,and prejudices againft 
it, is not for a Letter but a Volume. 

This is enough for the end I intended : which 
was to fliew how the Eucharift is the Sacrament of 
our addrcfTc unto God, and therein of a different 
nature from Baptifme which is not To, but the Rite 
onely of our New Birth, whereby we become the 
Sons of God, and are admitted to be members of 
his Church, not the Sacrament whereby wc exercife 
the fun<5lions of this new life, in worlliipping, invo 
eating and glorifying God our Father through Jc- 
fus ClTrift. Thefe prcmifcs confidercd, the Anfwer 
to your demand ( tvhy tn the f oft are of our adorAtion 
of the Divine Mafefty more refpe^ Jhouid be bad to the 
Altar or Holy Table, than either to the Font or Pulpit 
is plain and cafic : namcly,bccaufe adoration is an 
a(ft of addrcffe, and of render of honour unto God, 
and therefore moft fitly to be pcfformcd at or to 
ward^he place of our addrcffe, which is the Altar, 
whereat antiently as the Sacrament of the Eucha 
. rift^ 
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rift, fo the whole Devotions of the Church were 
performed and prcfentcd to the Divine Majeftie. 
The Pulpit is the place where God fpeaks to us, not 
we to him. The Font the place where he reacheth 
his favour unto us, in accepting us to be his Ser- 
vants, not where being initiated, we offer our fpiri- 
tuall jacrificc and fervic* unto hiin : Yoq muft un-* 
derftand nie he! e t ) fpcak according to the anticnt 
manner of the Church. Whereas you feeme ta 
qucftion,iP^^^^^r the ^exves had d») fuch refpefi unto 
the Alt Mr of hurm offering < 1 anfwer, they had, for 
it was fo placed, that when they turned and w(Jr- 
fhipped toward the Mercy Seat, they wordiipped 
to^vard it alfo ; but the denomination of the:r po- 
fture is from the Arke, as the principall mcmoriall 
of the Divine prefence, yet lomctimes from the 
Altar al fo, as i Kings 8. 2 2 . 3 r . 2 C hron. d. 1 3 . vide 
^ 2 Kings \ *^»ii.cum locis farAllcliSyi Chro, ^2.12.
